YOUNG South Australian product Tony Dorigo is on 
the verge of a permanent spot with English First 
Division side Aston Villa. 


National coach 
Frank Arok and na- 
tional Youth coach 
Jimmy Shoulder were 
given an up-to-date 
report on Dorigo’s 
progress by SA direc- 
tor of coaching, 
Mike Wells. 

Dorigo, 18, left 
Adelaide two years ago 
and was signed as an 
apprentice by Aston 
Villa. 

As a 15-year-old wing- 
er, Dorigo starred in 
the SA team which won 
the National Youth 
Championship in 1981. He 
was quickly promoted by 
Adelaide City into 
their National League 
side. 

Born in Australia, he 
was allowed to play in 
England only because he 
had first obtained an 
Italian passport, as his 
father was born in 
Italy. 


Villa converted the 
youngster into an at- 
tacking full-back and he 
was quickly noticed by 
Graeme Taylor, England’s 
national youth manager, 
who asked him to take out 
British . nationality. 

Dorigo got his first 
taste of the big-time 
when he came on as sub for 
Villa against Ipswich 
at the end of last 
season. 

He then toured with 
the senior side in 
Italy in May, and his 
outstanding game against 
Udinese, the side for 
whom Zico plays, brought an 
approach to Villa from 
the famous Italian 
club. 

Villa's. manager Tony 
Barton immediately is- 
sued a polite refusal, 
saying: “Although Tony 
is young and still has much 
to learn, he showed a lot 
of composure against 
Udinese, and he is not 


the type of player I 
want to let go.” 

Playing in all three 
matches in Italy 
against Udinese, Verona 
and Citadella, Dorigo was 
reported as’ being out- 
standing, finishing the 
tour with a cracking goal. 

He has been offered a 
new contract with 
Villa, which will tie 
him to the Birmingham 
club for three years. 


Asked which country 
he wished to repre- 
sent, Dorigo answered: 
“I suppose Australia 
if it meant playing in 
the World Cup for them, 
but otherwise I would 
opt for England.

Most people connected with that team stil- 
le believe it was better than Arok’s cur- 
rent squad — but not Adrian “Noddy” 
Alston. 


When we spoke to Alston about this, he 
said: “You have to stop looking back. 
Arok’s team is.a top combination. They are 
a better attacking side than our 1974 mob. 
The Socceroos have gone exceptionally 
well in the past few weeks so let’s give 
‘them full credit.” 

Jimmy another member of the 
class of '74, also believes there is 
more attacking power in the present squad. 

it will take the Australian public a 
long time to be convinced that players 
like Murphy, Kosmina, Mitchell, Jen- 
nings and others are better than the old-time 
heroes like Utjesenovic, Rooney, 
Abonyi, Curran and, of course, Noddy 
Alston himself. 


But one of the fascinating things about 
Soccer is making comparisons between pre- 
sent teams and those of earlier days. 

ft is not just a matter of assessing the 
ability of one midfielder against 
another or one centre-forward against the 
man who filled the position 10 years 
before. 

The game as a whole has changed — and 
not for the better. 

These days, the leader of the front line 
has a terribly difficult task trying to 
achieve anything because of tight-marking 
from over-populated defences. 


if you don’t agree, just ask John Kosmi- 
na for his opinion. 

Ten years ago, the excellent ball 
skills and body swerve of Alston were a 
delight to watch as he jinked his way through 
opposing defences. 

You rarely see this from Kosmina. As 
soon as the ball reaches him, Kossie has a 
defender only centimetres away determined 
to prevent him playing creative foot- 
ball. 


And a little midfielder like Joe Wat- 
son must possess outstanding skills to 
survive against some of today’s defensive 
methods. Life was not quite so difficult 
for Jimmy Rooney or Jimmy Mackay a decade 
earlier. 

All of which means there can be no accu- 
rate comparison of teams which played In 
different eras. 

We can compare, however, the talents 
possessed by individual players and this is 
an interesting exercise. 


ls Terry Greedy better than Jack Reil- 
ly? Is Kenny Murphy better than Jimmy Mac- 
kay? Is Doug Utjesenovic better than Alan 
Davidson? Is David Ratcliffe better than 
Peter Wilson? 

ASW tosses those questions at readers but 
we do not supply the answers. That is up to 
you. And we all have different ideas. 

Let us just say that Rale Rasic’s team 
was outstanding in most phases of the game 
but experienced much difficulty in penetrat- 
ing when opposed by great defences. 


Man for man, Arok’s 1984 squad may be 
slightly inferior as individuals but, 
as they showed against Juventus at the Syd- 
ney Cricket Ground, they have the price- 
fess asset of being able to create more 
than their share of goalscoring chances. 

Had all those chances been accepted 
against the ltallan champions, the Soc- 
ceroos would have produced a world- 
shattering score, something like 6-0.
